The London Globe says :—"A new 


and very efficient treatment for diph- 
theria and ulcerated sore throats of the 
worst sort is announced. It appsars 
that as long ago as 1791 the Americans 
were in the habit of gargling with petro 
leum (?) when attacked with diphtheria. 
The doctors of Rostock, the University 
of Mtbklenburg, report wonders of thif 
new and simple treatment." 


Under the Thurman Act the Treas- 


ury Department is buying bonds to be 
npplie'd as a sinking found for the final 
redemption of bonds issued in favor ol 
tho Pacific railroad by the Government. 
Every month the amount duo those 
roads by the Government for transpor- 
tation is withheld, and to that amount 
tho purchase are made. Tho bonds 
bought are five per cents, as pre&eribed 
by the Act. So fur, $318,300 in these 
bonds have been placed to the credit o) 
the fund.

Govern- 
ors are elected in all tb« States named, 
except Mississippi, Ne-.v Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania and Wisconsin. 


Dr. Joseph Mosher, formerly Health 


Officer in New York city nnd last year 
commissioner sent to tho South by the 
fe.lernl government on tho yellow fever 
epidemic, in nn interview, says that the 
psoplo who left Memphis Inst year to 
escape tho disease are now liable to 
take it. In many places the germs ol 
yellow fever nro possibly still retained 
in old trunks, clothing, &c., though 
great care was taken tonvoid this. The 
present appearance is six weeks earlier 
than its appearance last year, but it is 
not probable that it cau reach as far 
North ns this as an epidemic. New 
York and in surroundings nro as safe as 
in any previous year. The danger there 
is mainly from the West Indies nnd 
from seaport towns, and should the 
epidemic conditions of last year reach 
the North great precautions must be 
taken. Iu Memphis, ho said, there was 
now n very perfect medical organization 
to take care of tho sick nnd aid in quell- 
ing the disease. 


The President has received tho fol- 


lowing dispatch from Captain James B. 


, dated New Orleans:— 


Captain M. R. Brown. United States 


engineer, has forwarded official infor- 
mation to the Honorable Secretary o 
War that tho maximum depth required 
by tho Jetty act—namely, thirty feet- 
las bean seemed through the jetties.

BOOTH AND GORHAM. 


Geo. C. Gorham spoke in San Fran- 


cisco last night in favor of Glenn, for 
Governor, and against Perkins, tho Re- 
publican nominee.

ors be notified to look out for platinum. 
As he is such an inventive genius, one 
would think he could find a (substitute 
for that metal, if that is all the success 
of his light depends on, especially as 
the chances are slim of its over being 
found iri any considerable quantity. If 
he could only utilize antimony, he could 
get car-leads of it for little more. tb,'>u 
the cost of freight, for theio aro moun- 
tains of that metal in Nevada coutigu- 
ous to the Central Pacific R.iilroad.
